President Hoov er says ‘ import­ 
ant results-’ hav e attended the 
adm inistration’s effort to 
ex­ 
pand public construction as a 
means of stabilizing business and 
that the next six months prom­ 
ise -ev en greater” things. 
He made these assertions 
in 
an address of greeting to the 
gov ernors 
conference at 
Salt 
Lake City, spoken by radio last j 
night 
from his study in the 
j 
White House. 
Congratulating and thanking 
the state executiv es for 
their 
response to his request for in­ 
creased building he said he had 
been informed by the commerce 
department that 
the total 
of 
such construction for the first 
six months of 1930 had not been 
less than $1,700.000.000. 
This figure, he added, exceeds 
“ev en the boon year of 1929 by 
ov er 
$200,000,000. Construction 
operations undertaken by public 
utilities, he reported, reached a 
total of more than $200.000,000. 
“We hav e hitherto regarded 
great business depressions with 
their inev itable train of unem­ 
ployment and hardships as an 
inev itable fev er which must run 
its course.” 
Mr. 
Hoov er said, 
“and in former times if public 
works were undertaken in alle­ 
v iation of unemployment it has 
been in the sense of serhi-chari- 
ty. 
“This time the nation has re­ 
alized that as a sound economic 
policy, that prudent expedition 
of construction could be to an 
important degree used as a bal­ 
ance wheel to maintain security 
of employment, to maintain con­ 
sumption of goods, to thus con­ 
tribute to economic stability and 
abov e all to reliev e hardship. 
“We hav e since the first 
of 
January a full six months of or­ 
ganized effort from which 
we 
can begin to appraise results. In 
all prev ious depressions the v ol- 
lume of public works has dimin­ 
ished because the state and mu­ 
nicipal gov ernments, feeling the 
effects of such depression in tax­ 
es, in problems of finance, and 
in the general psychology of re­ 
trenchment, 
hav e 
themselv es 
followed the general trend. 
“In the great depressions of 
1908 and 1921 we witnessed such 
a decrease in public works. Had 
m atters followed their prev ious 
course, we should during 
the 
past six months hav e undoubt­ 
edly seen a diminution in v ol­ 
ume of employment in 
public 
works ov er normal times. But on 
this occasion we witness a large 
increase.” 
The chief executiv e then quot­ 
ed the statistics gathered by the 
commerce department and snid: 
“It takes time to plan public 
works, to legislate, to 
finance 
them, to assemble materials, to 
enter contracts, so that the sec­ 
ond half of the 
year promises 
ev en greater results—particular­ 
ly is this true of our federal ap­ 
propriations and our plans for 
roads, buildings, ships, and other 
federal improv ements are much 
enlarged in our fiscal year begin­ 
ning today.”

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THE FOURTH OF J ULY. 
The real sig nificance of Independence 
Day 
comes from an understanding of its meaning , a 
•realization of what the Fourth of July stands for 
in American history . 
No child should be permitted to g row up with 
the idea th at the Fourth is the day we all take a 
v acation and try to see how much noise we can 
make. 
Rather, every school child should be able to 
quote from memory the essential part of that 
immortal Declaration of Independence: 
“ We hold these truths to be self-evident, that 
all men are created equal that they are endowed 
by their Creator with certain inalienable rig hts, 
th a t among these are Life, Liberty and pursuit 
of Happiness. That to secure these rig hts, 
Gov ­ 
ernm ents are instituted -among men, deriving 
their just powers from the consent of the g ov­ 
erned.” 
In the words of Abraham Lincoln, “This was 
their majestic interpretation of the economy of 
the Universe. This was their lofty , and wise, and 
noble understanding of the justice of the Crea­ 
tor to His creatures.” 
Americans today may well ponder carefully 
the ex pressions of these g reat men who g ave 
y ears of thoug ht and efforts to the forming of 
our national ideals and who wrote these ideals 
into the two g reat basic documents of our civic 
life — the Declaration of Independence and the 
Constitution of the United States. 


The Declaration of Independence declares the 
doctrines of equality , liberty and that a g overn­ 
ment derives its just powers from the consent of 
the g overned. 
Equality means fraternity , brotherhood, fair- 
dealing , ex clusion of no one from public benefits 
because of race or poverty or lowly birth. 
It 
does not 
mean social equality , 
or equality of 
wealth or equality of inherent ability . 
The 
Declaration referred to political equality , which 
means equal opportunity under the law. 
The national ideal of liberty has been the first 
watchward on our lips. To assail our union, our 
g overnment, in the interest of personal liberty , 
license, unbounded freedom, is not liberty as 
conceived by the writers of the Déclaration. It 
is, rather, to break our national idea into pieces 
and to rush back toward the barbarism th at ex ­ 
isted before man set aside his selfishness to form 
co-operative 
g overnment, without 
which we 
would still be roaming the wilderness and fig ht­ 
ing for our daily bread. 
The other vital thing in the preamble of the 
Declaration of Independence means that g overn­ 
ment is to be from the bottom up and not from 
the top down. The American theory is that all 
power rests in the people as a whole. A tendency 
to depart from this sy stem in recent y ears has 
been the g reatest source of trouble. 
Only by 
holding to the representative form of g overn­ 
ment as established by our forefathers, can our 
republic endure.

Row fertilization of the 
1929 
corn crop on the Herbert Davis 
Forestry farm near Farmland in 
Randolph county increased the 
y ield from 27 bushels to 44 bush­ 
els per acre. The effect on m atur­ 
ity and the quality of the corn 
was even more pronounced as 
the proportion of sound corn 
was increased from 49 percent 
on the untreated to 72 percent 
on the fertilized section. 
One 
hundred pounds per acre of 2- 
12-6 fertilizer in the row is prov­ 
ing very effective and quite pro­ 
fitable on this heavy soil where 
300 pounds per acre of the same 
fertilizer is used on wheat two 
y ears before. 
The wheat fertilizer produced 
a remarkable increase on the 
1929 crop, raising the y ield from 
13 bushels per acre on the un­ 
treated to 28 bushels where 390 
pounds of 2-12-6 was applied in 
the fall. This 
same 
fertilizer 
pulled the 1930 crop of 
wheal 
throug h some 
very bad winter 
killing weather along side an al­ 
most total failure on the unfer­ 
tilized section. The clover crop 
th h y ear shows effects of last 
y ear’s wheat fertilizer with a 
thicker stand and better g rowth 
on the fertilized plots than on 
the unfertilized. 
This farm is operated by the 
Purdue University Ag ricultural 
Ex periment Station. This y ear’s 
lield meeting on Friday after­ 
noon, June 27, is the best time to 
see the effects of various treat­ 
ments on the g rowing crops and 
the comparison of different va­ 
rieties of wheat, soy beans and i 
oats.

To g ive Bry an an additional 
voice Hitchcock made him edi­ 
tor of his paper before the Chi­ 
cag o convention of 18 96, when 
Bry an was nominated for presi­ 
dent.

S H E TREE BULLETIN 


IS ISSUED BT PURDUE 


Lafayette, Ind.—In answer to 
many requests for information 
concerning shade tree insects 
and their control, a new bulletin 
has been published by the De­ 
partm ent of Agricultural Exten­ 
sion of Purdue University, setting 
forth information on the subject. 
The bulletin, -Protecting Shade 
Trees and Shrubs Against In­ 
sects,” was written by Prof. J. J. 
Davis, head of the entomology 
department, who has made a 
study of shade tree insects for 
several years. It is classified as 
Extension Bulletin No. 168. 
The insects commonly attack­ 
ing trees may be divided into six 
groups, as set forth in the bulle­ 
tin: leaf feeders, borers, sucking 
insects, gall forming insects, leaf 
miners, and root feeders. In the 
publication, Prof. Davis discusses 
26 of the more common pests of 
shade trees, giving a brief his­ 
tory of the insects and the best 
known methods for controlling 
them. 
A warning against unscrupu­ 
lous “tree doctors” who injecT 
magic potions into trees to pre­ 
vent all damage from insects, 
and who carry on similar unpro­ 
ven and worthless practices, is 
sounded in the bulletin. 
The bulletin may be obtained 
by wfitiftg to the Purdue Agri­ 
cultural Extension Department, 
with a request for Extension 
Bulletin No. 168.

He, with two others of the 
gang, led the remaining members 
to believe tha t part of the ran­ 
som money was used to “ pay off” 
officials and detectives. Instead, 
Walters and his two companions 
pocketed the money.

Stabilize Business, He Says

President Hoover says "import- 
ant results" have attended the 
administration's effort to ex- 
pand public construction as a 
means of stabilizing business and 
that the next six months prom- 
ise "even greater" things. 


He made these assertions in 


an address of greeting to the 
governors conference at Salt 
Lake City, spoken by radio last 
night from his study in the 
White House. 


Congratulating and thanking 


the state executives for 
their 


response to his request for in- 
creased building he said he had 
been informed by the commerce 
department that the total of 
such construction for the first 
six months of 1930 had not been 
less than $1,700,000,000. 
This figure, "he added, exceeds 


"even the boon year of 1929 by 
over $200,000,000. Construction 
operations undertaken by public 
utilities, he reported, reached a 
total of more than $200,000,000. 


"We have hitherto regarded 


great business depressions with 
their inevitable train of unem- 
ployment and hardships as an 
inevitable fever which must run 
its course." Mr. Hoover ^aid, 
"and in former times if public 
works were undertaken in -alle- 
viation of unemployment it. has 
been in the sense of semi-chari-'

"This time theTnation has re- 


alized that as a sound economic 
policy, that prudent expedition 
of construction could be to an 
important degree used as a bal- 
ance wheel to maintain security 
of employment, to maintain con- 
sumption of goods, to thus con- 
tribute to economic stability and, 
above all to relieve hardship. 


"We have since the first of 


January a full six months of or- 
ganized effort from which we 
can begin to appraise results. In 
all previous depressions the vol- 
lume of public works has dimin- 
ished because the state and mu- 
nicipal governments, feeling the 
effects of such depression in tax- 
es, in problems of finance, and 
in the general psychology of re- 
trenchment, 
have themselves 


followed the general trend. 


"In the great depressions of 


1908 and 1921 we witnessed such 
a decrease in public works. Had 
matters followed their previous 
course, we should during the 
past six months have undoubt- 
edly seen a diminution in vol- 
ume of employment in public 
works over normal times. But on 
this occasion we witness a large 
increase." 
The chief executive then quot- 


ed the statistics gathered by the 
commerce department and said: 


"It takes time to plan public 


works, to legislate, to finance 
them, to assemble materials, to 
enter contracts, so that the sec- 
ond half of the year promises 
even greater results—particular- 
ly is this true of our federal aoT 
propriations and our plans for 
roads, buildings, ships, and other 
federal improvements are much 
enlarged in our fiscal year begin- 
ning today."

Americans today may well ponder carefully 


«ie expressions of these great men who gave 
years of thought and efforts to the forming of 
oiir national ideals and who wrote these ideals 
Into the two great basic documents of our civic 
life' — the Declaration of Independence and the 
Constitution of the United States. 


The Declaration of Independence declares the 


doctrines of equality, liberty and that a govern- 
ment derives its just powers from the consent of 
the governed. 


Equality means fraternity, brotherhood, fair- 


dealing, exclusion of no one from public benefits 
because of race or poverty or lowly birth. It 
does not mean social equality, or equality of 
wealth or equality of inherent ability. 
The 


Declaration referred to political equality, which 
means equal opportunity under the law. 


The national ideal of liberty has been the first 


watchward on our lips. To assail our union, our 
government, in the interest, of personal liberty, 
license, unbounded freedom, is not liberty as 
conceived by the writers of the Declaration. It 
is, rather, to break our national idea into pieces 
and to rush back toward the barbarism that ex- 
isted before man set aside his selfishness to form 
co-operative government, without which we 
would still be roaming the wilderness and fight- 
ing for our daily bread. 


The other vital thing in the preamble of the 


Declaration of Independence means that govern- 
ment is to be from the bottom up and not from 
the top down. The American theory is that all 
power rests in the people as a whole. A tendency 
to depart from this system in recent years has 
been the greatest source of trouble. Only by 
holding to the representative form of govern- 
ment as established by our forefathers, can our 
republic endure.

FERTILIZER INCREASED 


ON EXPERIMENTAL FARMS 


Row fertilization of the 1929 


corn'crop on the Herbert Davis 
Forestry farm near Farmland in 
Randolph county increased the 
yield from 27 bushels'to 44 bush- 
els per acre. The effect on matur- 
ity and the .quality of the corn 
was even more pronounced as 
the proportion of sound corn 
was increased from 49 percent 
on,the untreated to 72 percent 
on the fertilized section. One 
hundred pounds per acre of 2- 
12-6 fertilizer in the .row is prov- 
ing very effective and quite pro- 
fitable on this heavy soil wnere 
300 pounds per acre of the.same 
fertilizer is used on wheat two 
years before. 


The wheat fertilizer produced 


a remarkable increase on the 
1929 crop, raising the yield from 
13 bushels per acre on the un- 
treated to 28 bushels where 300 
pounds of 2-12-6 was applied in 
the fall. This same fertilizer 
pulled the 1930 crop of wheat 
through some very bad winter 
killing weather alongside an al- 
most total failure on the unfer- 
tilized section. The clover crop 
tills year shows effects'of last 
year's wheat fertilizer with a 
thicker stand arid better growth 
oh the fertilized plots .than on 
the unfertilized. 
: This farm is operated by the 
Purdue University Agricultural 
Experiment Station. This year's 
field meeting on Friday after- 
noon, June 27, is the best time to 
see the effects'of various treat- 
ments on the .growing crops and 
;the comparison of different va-=- 
rieties of wheat, soybeans and] 
bats. Winter weather injured- a' 
number of wheat .varieties quite 
seriously.
